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Economic Highlights 

J. A. Livingston, a syndicated writer on economic 
affairs,- recently devoted a column to the 1953 busi- 
ness outlook. He quoted Ralph J. Cordincr, presi- 
dent of General Electric, as saying, "I believe our 
business In 1953 will be as good as, maybe even bet- 
ter than, this year. I expect that, sometime in the 
second quarter . . . we'll have to stnrt selling harder 
than at any time since the end of the war." 

It may seem something of an anomoly that top 
ibusiness leaders believe they must do a real selling 
"job in the near future even though the average per- 
-sonal income of Americans is nt the highest level in 
history. Mr. Livingston cites several reasons why 
this should be true. One is that the prospect of more 
inflation is no longer an incentive to buy— prices 
have varied very Jittle in late months. Another is 
that personal income, after taxes ore taken out, is 
not rising as fast as it did in '50 nnd '51. A third 
reason is that "real income" per person— which takes 
Into account the effect of inflation— has hardly 
changed in the past three years. A fourth reason 
is that a larger proportion of our incomes now goes 
for basic necessities than was formerly the case. A 
fifth reason is that savings have increased— from 
$99,000,000,000 just before the war ended, exclusive 
of currency and demand deposits, to $140,000,000,000 
now. Moreover, as Mr. Livingston points out, the 
people who have the savings also have, for the most 
part, postwar autos and appliances and other such 
possessions. They aren't eagerly awaiting a chance 
to buy costly articles as they were when the war 
ended. 

So, as Mr. Livingston phrases it, "American indus- 
try has got to go out and unloose those inert dollars. 
That is, raise the propensity to spend: Sell." 

Another business forecast came from the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Association. This says thnt 
for the next eight or nine months the economy 
should reach and hold new highs, The test will 
arrive some time early in 1954, when defense and 
■Other government spending is expected to decline. 

These opinions are probably typical. They rep- 
resent a middle-of-the-road view, while at the ex- 
tremes are a few optimists and pessimists who pre- 



diet, on the one hand, that things will continue to 
get better arid better indefinitely or, on the other 
hand, that a really big bust Is Inevitable. 

That the election gave business a boost In mor- 
ale goes without saying, And so, for the most part,, 
have the appointments to top jobs that Mr. Elsen- 
hower has announced so far. The cabinet is heavily 
staffed with men of the widest business experience,- 
nnd a profound knowledge of business problems and 
methods of operation. These men aren't expected 
to give business any undue favors, but they naturally 
will be sensitive to policies that may hurt or help 
the business community. 

Business leaders also hove high hopes that fu- 
ture legislation will be more sympathetic to their 
problems ond plans. As an example, there Is rea- 
son to believe that substantial cuts will be made 
before very long in the excess profits tax which, as 
now constituted, digs extremely deeply into earnings 
nnd hamoera business* ability to expand and improve 
Us plant along with Its ability to' pay dividends to 

the owners. /,'«•• 

All in all, the educated guessers are taking n 
reasonably sanguine view of the economic future.

(This is the fourth of a series of 
articles by Ernest J. Sauber, Direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue for the 
First Collection District of Illinois, 
presenting the most Important facts 
pertaining to your 1852 Federal In- 
come Tax return. This article denls 
with compensation for personal ser- 
vices to on employer.) 

Everyone having a gross income 
of $000 or more in 1952 must file a 
Federal Income Tax return. This 
applies to all individuals whether 
citizens or residents of the United 
States. 

Gross income includes, In general, 
compensation for personal and pro- 
fessional services, business income, 
compensation for personal and pro- 
fessional services, business income, 
profits from sales and dealings in 
property, interest, rent, dividends 
and gains derived from any source 
■whatever. More simply, gross in- 
come is all -wealth flowing into a 
taxpayer which is not statutorily 
exempt or a return of capital. 
. Wages and Salaries 

In this article, attention is focused 
on compensation for personal ser- 
vices^ — that is, the type of income 
earned by rendering personal ser- 
vices to an employer, or the income 
received by working for someone 
else. 

Such income, of course, includes 
wages, salaries, commissions, bo- 
nuses, the value of board and lodg- 
ing, tips and other kinds of com- 
pensation used by an employer to 
pay an employee for personal ser- 
vices. 

Generally speaking, income is 
reported in the year received unless 
the taxpayer is on an accrual basis, 
in which case income is taken into 
account when it is earned. 

Compensation in Kind 
Compensation received by em- 
ployees may be in the form of 
goods, groceries, or services of any 
kind. The important thing is that 



it be received for services ren- 
dered or work performed. When 
personal services are paid for with 
property other than cash, the fair 
market value of such property 
must be included in the recipient's 
gross Income. 

Amounts Withheld 
Gross Income means your total 
taxable income. This moons that 
all Income which is not specifically 
exempt, must be included in your 
return, even though It may be off- 
set by expenses and other deduc- 
tions. On the other hand, exempt 
income should be omitted from your 
return altogether. 

Although tax is withheld by em- 
ployers, the law requires the em- 
ployee to report the total Income 
received for personal services ren- 
dered. 

When the employer deducts taxes, 
insurance, union dues, savings bond 
subscriptions, social security, pen- 
sion fund contributions, Community 
Chest, or other Items from the em- 
ployees' pay, these amounts are 
still part of the employees' com- 
pensation. The law requires the 
taxpayer to report his total compen- 
sation in the amount that would 
have been paid if the employer 
hod not made any deductions. 

Government Employees 
The salaries of all employees or 
officlols of the United States Gov- 
ernment arc taxed the same as in 
the case of any other individual. 
Compensation of employees of a 
State or any of its political subdi- 
visions, is subject to tax. Federal 
Civil Service nnd other employees 
are required to include in their 
wages or salaries, the amounts with- 
hold from their compensation for 
the retirement fund. TJie amounts 
so withheld are regarded as credits 
for the benefit of the employees. 

Tips and Gratuities 
Payments for special services 



such as tips and gratuities, must be 
Included In gross Income. The law 
requires the taxpayer to Include In 
his wages all tips, gratuities, bonus- 
es, and similar payments whether 
he gets them from a customer or 
his employer. Legally these are 
not gifts even though people some* 
times erroneously call them by that 
name. 

Income of Clergymen 
Clergymen receive money from 
different sources, many of which 
provide taxable income. These I 



sources Include salary, marriage 
fees, baptismal offerings and 
amounts for conducting , funeral 
services. However, if the money Is 
paid to the church, the Income fs 
not taxable. 

Meals and Living Quarters 

In cases where, in addition to 
salary, an employee receives meals 
or quarters as compensation, their 
value to the employee is taxable in- 
come, unless they are furnished for 
the convenience of the employer,

More specifically, the value of meals 
and lodging furnished by an em- 
ployer is not taxable to the em- 
ployee if they are not compensatory 
to him. If the employee is re- 
quired to accept meals and lodging 
In order to perform his work prop- 
- crly, and this activity occurs when 
the employee is subject to immedi- 
ate service twenty -four hours a day, 
or when he cannot obtain quarters 
and meats elsewhere without ma- 
terially interfering with hfs duties, 
the value of such meals and lodg- 
ing is not taxable to the employee, 
Examples of such nontaxable coses 
are board and lodging furnished to 
domestics required -to live in the 
employe's home and supper money 
paid : to employees working over- 
time. 

Compensation of Minors 

A miner child Is taxable on his 
income in the same manner as any 
adult. But no part of the minor's 
income is .taxable to the parent. 
The parent does not include the 
minor's income in his (parent's) 
return. 

Reimbursed Expenses 

If the employer provides the em- 
ployee nn expense account or other- 
wise reimburses him for money 
spent in connection with' his work, 
other than travel expenses, the em- 
ployee should odd these payments 
to his wages and. then subtract his 
actual expenses. but not more than 
the reimbursement;' Any allowable 
expense in excess of the reimbursed 



amount must be treated as "OTHER 
EXPENSES" and itemized on Page 
3 of Form 1040 under the heading 
"Miscellaneous." Reimbursed ex- 



penses cannot be deducted from 
wages in computing adjusted gross 
income if Form 1040-A (yellow 
form) is used.
